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Canada’s 52nd Annual Meeting 


Another Successful Year Reported—Ward Jones New President 
By M. S. PRESCOTT | 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Canads held its 
Tena annual meeting at Toronto on February 7. The 

weather this year was more favorable and a large at- 
tendance of members was on hand when President W. L. 
Carr called the assemblage to order in the Royal York 
Hotel. It was a most harmonious meeting throughout, and 
a splendid spirit of’ optimism prevailed. No important 
controversial matters were on the program for considera- 
tion. 

Secretary-Treasurer George M. Clemons presented his 
annual report covering the very successful year just 
closed. Membership was slightly reduced, totaling 4,475, 
a drop of 152 from the figure of a year earlier. 
ciation operates on a yearly dues plan, and this figure 
covers the active membership for the past vear. Total 
transfers recorded a gain of about 4%, with 15,434 certi- 
ficates issued. Registrations totaled 21,225, slightly under 
the record figures of 25,081 in 1933, which was influenced 
by a fee moratorium, but well above 1932. The last quarter 
of 1934 exceeded the 1933 figures and the increase is carry- 
ing out strongly thus far in the new year. 

The number of bulls graded and accepted in the De- 
partment of Selective Registration showed an increase of 
“1% over 1933 and reached a total of 434. Since the dis- 
continuance of the Bull Bonus Policy by the Government 
on August 1, however, this work has shown a material fall- 
ing off. Particularly significant were the figures presented 
on R. O. P. testing, the total of 2,534 cows accepted being 
the highest in the history of the Association. The 
lary reported also on his visit to the Western Provinces 
in July and August. In the Record of Performance Depart- 
ment, the secretary reported two new champions brought 
out in 1934, there being the mature cow, Pontiac Dutch- 
land DeVries, with her Sub-Division B (2-time milking) 
record of 1.049 lbs. fat, and the four-year-old, also in the 
-time division, Pietje Colantha Dewdrop with 912 Ibs. 
fat Volume XXXVII of the Herd Book and Volume XVII 
I the Year Book were issued during the year. Upon mo-

Secretary Clemons also presented the report of the 
Finance Committee, of which President W. L. Carr was 
chairman, The committee reported greater receipts than 
had been anticipated, by some $2,000, and lower expenses 
han had been provided in the budget. The investments of 
‘he surplus are now principally in Dominion of Canada 
‘onds, the holdings having a par value of $42.000, and 
‘nN actual market value above this figure. The financial 
‘tatement showed total receipts during the year of $57,- 
a while operating expenditures, including a deprecia- 
Pay Pye of $3,213.63 on the office property, amounted 
mh 99,406.12, leaving an operating surplus of $4,474.02 for

office property. Assets of the Association total $96,-

H. W. Parkinson, chairman of the Extension Service 
Committee, presented a general report of the activities in 
this department. This report called attention to the fact 
that the work of the Department has been directed rather 
more toward breed improvement than breed extension. 
Details of the Extension Report were largely left to the 
report of Director R. B. Faith, who departed from his 
printed report to give a fine summary of the extension de- 
partment activities, with a series of very interesting charts 
on the results that have been accomplished. Mr. Faith 
paid particular tribute to the fine work that is being done 
in British Columbia, with 4-H Clubs a major project. He 
summarized briefly the efforts throughout the various 
provinces. Alberta was very active in many projects, with 
Harry Hays as a part-time fieldman. Saskatchewan also 
has a part-time fieldman and is pushing calf club work. In 


On motion, these reports were 


Manitoba, Director S. G. Sims has been an energetic 
leader. The Ontario Association, newly formed, concen- 
trated on export activities. Quebec stressed field work 


and blood testing service, with a part-time fieldman. New 
3runswick pushed calf clubs, and prizes at field days and 
expositions. Nova Scotia under Walter Dickie’s leader- 
ship. did good work on calf clubs, R. O. P. testing and field 
days, while Prince Edward Island, under Director Kennedy 
and Secretary Shaw, made good progress with blood test- 
ing, calf clubs and field days. 

Mr. Faith’s series of charts were closely studied. The 
first showed the consistent gain in R. O. P. testing, which 
has exactly doubled in amount since 1929, the figures for 
that year being 1,268, compared with 2,534 in 1934. A chart 
on Export Trade showed a total of 4,022 head exported in 
1934. The top year was 1951 with 4,962 head, but the 
past vear just about equalled the average of the past five 
vears. Average prices in 1934 were up about $20 a head 
from the previous year. He reported that 1935 is starting 
off with a bang, and there seems to be a tremendous call 
for cattle, with more inquiries in the last three weeks than 
in an ordinary three months’ period. 

A chart showing the progress of blood testing for 
Bang’s disease showed 440 herds under Federal Super- 
vision. The private testing service of the Association was 
explained and the importance of going on with it em- 
phasized. Out of 88 herds privately tested last year, 1,553 
head out of 1,780 were found negative. 

Another activity of the Extension Department has been 
the work for Better Sires. The series of herd sire demon- 
strations has definitely changed the buying attitude of 
breeders in purchasing herd sires. 

One of the most interesting charts covered the Herd 
Survey work, which Mr. Faith characterized as the most 
effective type of extension work the Association has ever 
undertaken. The need of follow-up work was stressed. 
These surveys have brought home to breeders the im- 
portance of getting their herds accredited for tuberculosis 
and blood tested for abortion, and of carrying on R. O. P. 
work to know production, and particularly the need of 
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better bulls. The chart showed that out of 434 herds in- 
spected in 1934 surveys, there were 125 herds that could 
be rated as good which were also using good bulls. Seventy- 
six more herds were rated as fair, with good bulls at their 
head; 24 good herds were headed by only fair bulls and 
five good herds were found with bulls in service rated 
poor. The survey showed 130 herd sires wanted, a great 
potential market at home. Of the 434 herds inspected, 
286 owners were members of the National Association, 192 
were members of local clubs. Expenditures of the de- 
partment for the year totalled $13,960.18, about $2,000 
under the budget. Larger items included salaries of 
$3,739.80, advertising in farm papers $1,391.95, grants to 
local clubs $1,643.22, and special service $4,887.39. 

3efore unanimous action was taken approving. this 
report, Director J. D. Gale called attention to the fact that 
a sales agent, unless cooperating, can undo everything 
that the extension service can accomplish. He urged that 
special effort be put forth to promote the purchase of 
better cows in the home market. 

Mr. J. E. Houck, one of the well known Houck Brothers, 
und now a member of the Ontario Milk Board, was next 
introduced and discussed some of the problems of milk 
marketing. He asserted that Ontario farmers are getting 
$400,000 a month extra income as a result of the Milk Con- 
trol Board’s efforts, and urged close cooperation of all 
dairymen. He stressed particularly the importance of in- 
creased consumption, of which better, cleaner, higher 
quality milk is the foundation. He was soundly applauded, 
and upon motion of Former President George V. Arbogast, 
«a committee was appointed by the chair to draft suitable 
resolutions in support of the Milk Control Board. Such a 
resolution was presented by W. H. Wilmot at the begin- 
ning of the afternoon session. 

Afternoon Session 

The Wilmot resolution on Milk Control was the first 
order of business after lunch. This resolution expressed 
confidence in the Milk Control Board on its efforts to 
license and bond distributors for the protection of pro- 
ducers, and urged that further amendments to strengthen 
its position be made as required. Copies were ordered 
sent to the Prime Minister and Minister of Agriculture of 
Ontario. 

Mr. A. G. M. Bruyns was next introduced to explain the 
plans that are going forward for a pilgrimage to Holland 
in early June of this year. An all-expense tour is planned 
at a cost of about $250, with about nine days in Holland 
with competent guides, and time in England to attend 
their Royal Show. A total of not less than sixty people 
participating is necessary for the successful carrying out 
of the project. Vice President E. W. Jones, who is also a 
high official of the C. P. R. organization, also commented 
briefly on the plans for this tour. Breeders interested are 
requested to correspond with Secretary Clemons. 

Following this discussion, President W. L. Carr gave 
the annual presidential address, which we are reproducing 
in full in this issue. It was well received. 

Director J. D. Gale commented briefly on certain points 
of this address. He stated in his opinion that by stressing 
differences between breed milks, we have suffered, and 
that Holstein breeders have nothing to worry about if milk 
is sold on a butterfat basis with the consumer required to 
pay extra for the extra butterfat. 

Mr. R. M. Holtby presented the report of the Fairs 
Committee, showing a total of $8,026.51 paid out in grants 
to fairs during the year. The committee specially urged 
that effort be made to induce the Ontario Government to 
pay the freight on exhibits to the Royal, the same as the 
other provinces are doing. Special effort was also urged 
for a closer check-up of registration papers of cattle ex- 
hibited, in order to avoid errors or sharp practices. Praise 
was given for the high standard of the 1934 Royal Winter 
Fair Holstein show, and welcome expressed for the ex- 
hibits from the United States. The report was unanimously 
idopted., 

By-Law Amendments 

Secretary Clemons presented the report of the annual 
meeting of the Board of Directors. held the previous day. 
The practice is for the Board to discuss all matters 
scheduled to come before the meeting of members. and 
make definite recommendations on the action to be taken. 
The report was accepted and taken up clause by clause for 
action by the annual meeting. 

The first item was an amendment offered by Secretary 
Clemons on behalf of the Executive Committee that the 
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reduced fee of $1.00 for members registqing females under 
one year of age be extended to February 10, 1937. The 
regular fee is $1.50. The Board report recommended that 
this be extended for one year only—to February 10, 1936. 
Director T. O. Dolson moved that the original 2-year 
moratorium be adopted. Director B. H. Thomson, sup- 
porting the Board recommendation, urged that action be 
taken to cover only one year. He stated that the reduc. 
tion was originally made to meet economic conditions, and 
we all hope they will be vastly improved in another year, 
The next annual meeting could make a further extension 
if conditions then made it seem desirable. This amend- 
ment was seconded by Director Henderson, but upon being 
put to a vote, was lost and the original motion carried. 

The next item, also offered by Secretary Clemons, in 
behalf of the Executive Committee, called for elimination 
of the fee for registering farm names or prefix names. This 
was moved by Director Henderson, and unanimously 
adopted after brief explanation by Secretary Clemons. The 
purpose was to encourage breeders to register their prefix 
names. The third amendment called for certain changes 
in the Seal of the Association, appearing on its certificates. 
The purpose of the changes was to avoid confusing them 
with certificate issued by the Dominion Live Stock Pedi- 
gree Record. All other breed associations in Canada use 
the Dominion Certificates of Registration, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association being the only one to maintain its 
own registration independently. The amendment was 
moved by Vice President Jones and unanimouslly carried. 

President Carr reported that pursuant to the Bruyns 
resolution adopted last year, regarding closer cooperation 
with other associations working with our breed in other 
lands, the Secretary had communicated with such other 
associations and many interesting replies had _ been re- 
ceived. Secretary Clemons then read letters from the 
secretaries of the British Friesian Cattle Society, the New 
Zealand Friesian Association, the South Africa Friesland 
Association, the Netherland Herd Book Association. Secre- 
tary Hobson of the British Friesian Cattle Society sug- 
gested a joint committee, a sort of League of Nations, in 
regard to breed promotion, and a world-wide attempt to 
promote the recognition of the value of ‘Friesian” milk. 
He also urged one standard name, Friesian, that would 
correct present errors in nomenclature. The New Zealand 
secretary also urged the name, Friesian, as most correct 
for world-wide use, and also the boosting of the value of 
“Friesian” milk. He reported that his association had 
adopted the True Type of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America as their standard of conformation. 

Upon motion of Mr. Holtby, it was voted that the corre- 
spondence be placed on file and the Secretary instructed 
to keep in touch with the situation. 

Commissioner Carlye of the Live Stock Department of 
Alberta, was introduced by Vice President Jones and spoke 
briefly regarding dairy conditions in his province. A _ reso- 
lution from the executive was presented, supporting a levy 
of not more than one cent per hundred on milk to bonus 
dairy products for export under a scheme to be approved 
under the Natural Products Marketing Act. This was 
sdopted. Former President Fred W. Lee moved that an 
rifort be made to secure a change in railroad policy in the 
matter of charging demurrage on live stock exhibition 
cars. This also was approved by the meeting. 

Election of Ontario Directors 

Under the procedure of this association, the directors 
from the Provinces outside Ontario are elected in advance 
by mail vote of the members in each province. The nine 
Ontario directors are elected by vote of the Ontario mem- 
bers, five to come from Western Ontario, four from 
Eastern Ontario. Nominations are made from the floor, 
and by instruction of the meeting, ballots carrying less 
than the full number of directors to be elected are declared 
void. The following were elected at this meeting:

Some bulls are still 
breeding purposes that sire chiefly dis- 
appointments. Some breeders still stoop to dishonest and 
unfair practices. We have taken such means as are 
immediately available for remedying these conditions. We 
propose to see that every registered Holstein exhibited in 
future at our major exhibitions will be checked with its 
certificates of registry and transfer on entering the ring, 
and before it is exhibited. We have emphasized the fact 
that we are incorporated under the Live Stock Pedigree 
Act and subject to its provisions and we have written into 
our By-Laws such additional regulations as seemed ad- 
visable; but we have not provided for adequate super- 
vision as a means of enforcing those regulations. 

We have established a system of Selective Registration 
of males and females without providing a sufficient incen- 
tive for its use as a means of herd improvement. We have 
urged our members to test their cattle for production and 
for health, but have not insisted on the use of those means 
for elminating undesirable animals. To meet the need in- 
dicated, your Board of Directors should study the possibil- 
itv of providing for at least annual inspection of the herd 
of every breeder registering animals in our herd book, and 
the application, free, of an improved system of Selective 
Registration to all such herds, as a preliminary to setting 
up a standard of requirements for registration. 

In the meantime IT recommend that we open a list of 
“Approved Herds” for the encouragement of those of our 
members who are ready to use the means presently avail- 
able for selecting breeding stock. To be entered on the 
list a herd would be tested for health. production, and type 
under existing systems, and attain the standard required 
by vour Board of Directors. It would be taken off the 
list for any failure to cooperate in the system. The up- 
to-date list of “Approved Herds” would be published 
monthly along with our R. O. P. reports. Such a plan 
would give an incentive for using consistently the means 
already established for herd improvement and would in 
time provide a list from which it should be reasonably safe 
to buy breeding stock. 

Twelve vears ago, Mr. A. FE. Hulet in his address as 
president, referred to anticipated trade in registered cattle 
with the members of the British Friesian Society. He 
said in part: “this is a big business and needs to be 
handled very judiciously.” His remarks indicated that 
there had been considerable discussion on the question, 
and at that meeting an Export Committee was named. At 
subsequent meetings frequent reference was made to the 
embargo which prevented that trade. The recent lifting 
of that embargo has resulted in the shipment during the 
past vear of a number of Canadian Holsteins to Britain 
where they have been well received. Under present con- 
ditions these cattle must be sold in competition with 
grades and the standard of quality is accordingly limited. 
I regret the fact that we have not vet succeeded in reach- 
ing any understanding with the British Friesian Society 
with regard to a reciprocity of registrations. The possi- 
bility of making such an arrangement is at present seri- 
ously prejudiced by the proposal of some private interests 
to open an independent herd book in England. We have 
accordingly discouraged that proposal and hope that we 
may vet enjoy trade with Britain on a mutual registration 
basis. 

The popularity of the Holstein cow may appear to have 
been threatened by fads that develop from time to time 
on our whole milk markets. It is perhaps a tribute to the 
quality of Holstein milk that some others, in order to com- 
pete, have had to resort to the creation of fanciful ideas 
or the giving of a premium in the form of free butterfat. 
It may be considered advisable by some for our Associa- 
tion to sponsor an educational campaign to inform the pub- 
lic that the structural characteristics of Holstein milk are 
more valuable to the consumer than surplus butterfat or 
high color, a fact that has been often endorsed by the 
highest authorities on human diet. 

We have to some extent revised our methods of carry- 
ing on Extension Service as is indicated by the reports of 
the committee and of the Director of Extension. We could 
possibly with advantage proceed further toward decen- 
tralization. General advertising by the Central Office of 
the merits of the Breed is quite sound; sales propaganda is 
a different undertaking and can, in my opinion, be more 
satisfactorily carried on by local organizations than by the 
Central office. 

Our Extension Department become 


should more 
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definitely a bureau of information on herd improvement, 
We have made some progress along that line but could go 
much further. We should prepare to meet the demand of 
some of our breeders for information on how to obtain 
reliable breeding stock and should encourage and increase 
that demand. Since the discovery of Mendel’s law many 
studies have been made and much has been written on the 
theory of breeding. Such information would be of great 
interest to cattle breeders and has a valuable practical 
application to our problems. We should take steps to fami- 
liarize our members with at least the general principles of 
this new knowledge as a means of stimulating their 
interest in herd improvement. As a practical method of 
disseminating information, I would recommend that the 
Extension Department establish a circulating library of 
text books on Genetics and other important subjects for 
the use of our members, free, including return postage. 

The finances of this Association are in good condition 
as shown by the Financial Statement, and the present 
financial policy is sound. You are to be congratulated that 
your business has been carried on without deficit during 
a period when very few organizations have been able to 
equal that achievement. 

The difficult times through which we have been pass: 
ing have been fruitful of at least one notable result. The 
importance of agriculture in our economic structure has 
been realized by all classes of people. Farm buying power 
has become a topic for bank presidents at annual meetings 
and for business men in their clubs..Our Governments are 
willing to pass legislation demanded by producers in an 
effort to solve their marketing problems. Canadian dairy- 
men have been active in this connection and have suec- 
ceeded in having dairy control boards established in most 
of the provinces. Most important of all, the Dominion 
Marketing Act provides a means by which the producers 
of any natural product may control the production and 
marketing of that commodity under whatever scheme they 
think will insure them reasonable returns. 

You will be interested to know that such a scheme has 
been prepared to regulate the marketing of “dairy prod- 
ucts produced in Canada and offered for sale.” This is 
especially interesting to us as breeders of the cow that 
produces more than half of those dairy products. We hope 
that the day will soon come when the producer of wealth 
will be able to apply his mind fully to the problems of pro- 
duction in secure enjoyment of at least a reasonable pro- 
portion of the wealth he creates. 

As Canadians we have often been reminded during the 
past few years that our conditions are appreciably better 
than those enjoyed by the citizens of any other country 
The dairymen of Denmark, notwithstanding their exten- 
sive cooperative organizations, complain that the competi- 
tion of Canada and New Zealand on the world market is 
ruining them. The dairy farmers in New Zealand, not- 
withstanding their natural advantages, are reported to be 
in desperate straits under present prices. Such world: 
wide unsatisfactory conditions suggest that in addition t 
national control and regulation of marketing it will in 
future be advisable, if not imperative, to establish an in- 
ternational board for the control and regulation of the 
world market for dairy products. 

In conclusion, as President of this Association, let me 
extend greetings to all other Associations registering 
Holstein-Friesian cattle and to the other Record Associa: 
tions in this Dominion. On your behalf I would assure 
them of our willingness to cooperate fully in al! efforts 
to improve the methods of registering, exhibiting and safe 
guarding the health of registered animals.

passing of Hon. Orris U. Kellogg, at his home on 

February 10. Mr. Kellogg, who was 86 years of 
age, had been enjoying his usual robust health, and on Sun- 
day afternoon had started alone from the house to inspect 
the herd which was his great pride and delight. On the 
way to the barn, he slipped on the ice, striking on his head. 
Help was immediately forthcoming, but while he regained 
consciousness and discussed herd matters with his super- 
jntendent, a relapse shortly occurred and in a few hours 
the end came. 

Mr. Kellogg was one of the “elder statesmen” of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America. Becoming a 
member in 1898, he quickly earned a high place in its 
councils, serving as President for three terms from 1906 
to 1909, a period of great expansion and growth for the 
Association and the industry. Since 1919, he has served 
as general counsel of the Association, guiding it success- 
fully through the devious legal tangles of the litigations 
growing out of the Cabana case. The present by-laws of 
the Association were largely drawn by him, and the pres-

ent incorporation of the Association was done under his 
legal guidance. 

Orris U. Kellogg was born in Cortland County, New 
York, September 19, 1848, the son of Stephen and Nancy 
Dillenbeck Kellogg, and has resided in the county dur- 
ing his entire lifetime. He was graduated in May 1869 
from the University of Albany, now known as the Albany 
Law School. Because of his brilliant scholastic record,

years. Since June 3, 1869, he has actively practiced 
law at Cortland, N. Y., a span of nearly 66 years. He 
Was active in politics during his earlier years, serving 
his county as member of Assembly, and being a close 
friend of such National Democratic figures as Grover 
Cleveland, Samuel J. Tilden, Alton B. Parker, and many 
others Former Governor Nathan lL. Miller, was a 
protege of his, who. secured his early training in the

affairs, particularly the Cortland Free Library, which he 
helped establish. With his brother, Jasper L. Kellogg, 
he built and the Cincinnatus Free Library in

In 1876, he purchased the farm property just out- 
side the city of Cortland, where he has since resided,

A keen student of animal breeding and _ heredity, 
Judge Kellogg found great pleasure and rexalation with 


his herd of Holsteins, which on his various properties 
how numbers over 250 head. After experimenting with 
Shorthorns, Devons, Guernseys and Jerseys, he became 


interested in Holsteins in the nineties, his first purchase 
being a daughter of the famous foundation cow, America, 
purchased of T. G. Yeomans & Sons. First sire of Na- 
tional repute in his herd was Mercedes Julip’s Pietertje 
Paul, the sire of King Segis, who was bred on Mr. Kel- 
farm. Another foundation sire of the herd was 
Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline Count, son of Aaggie Cornu- 
‘copia Pauline, and these two sires laid the real founda- 
lions for the herd. Mr. Kellogg told this writer, only 
the day before his death, that in his opinion the founda- 
tion cow, Mercedes, was the greatest influence for good 
Inthe history of our breed. The St. Louis World’s Fair 
Champion, Jolie Johanna, bred by Hon. Gerrit S. Miller, 
Was developed by Mr. Kellogg and in the herd today are 
Many of her direct descendants. Mr. Kellogg was a 
firm believer in the value of A. R. testing, and regularly 
carried most of his milking herd on test. Several state 
records are now held by members of the herd. His 
present breeding program is being built around Carna- 
on Misland Ormsby, a son of Matador Segis Ormsby. 
About 50 of his daughters are in the herd and the four- 
een on test were the center of Mr. Kellogg’s attention 
and pride in showing visitors through the barn. He 
Was greatly interested in breeding and developing race 
horses, and maintained some of the best in Kentucky.

Immediately after the convention last year at Baltimore, 
he and I went on to Lexington, Kentucky, where we spent 
about ten days visiting the horse breeding establish- 
ments of that vicinity and watching the horses owned 
by Mr. Kellogg in their work on the track. He was al- 
ready planning to go to Seattle to the coming convention 
and we had planned to return by way of Lexington 
another visit. He was a very interesting man in 
versation, his mind being a perfect storehouse of 
lections of the affairs of the Holstein-Friesian 
tion and of the world in general.

He lived to a good old age as measured by the num- 
ber of years, but he was in vigorous health, both physi- 
cally and mentally, and would have been good for many 
more useful years.

With the next Convention, the Golden Anniversary 
of the Association, to be held in Seattle, there should be 
a full delegation out to take advantage of the traditional 
Western hospitality that will be offered. We hope every 
district may be completely represented. Nominate your 
delegates now. 


New Commissioner in N. Y. 


N February 15, Hon. Peter G. Ten Eyck, of Albany, 
O N. Y., succeeded Hon. Charles H. Baldwin as 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Markets of New 
York State, by appointment of Governor Lehman. Pre- 
viously, since 1917, the Commissioner was appointed by 
the Council of Agriculture and Markets, a supposedly 
non-partisan body, members of which were appointed by 
the Legislature for 10-year terms. Democratic party 
policy has been opposed to this set-up, on the theory that 
the Commissioner should be directly responsible to the 
Governor and appointed by him. Upon obtaining con- 
trol of both branches of the Legislature, this year, the 
change in set-up of this important department became 
about the first order of business. At the same time, the 
emergency measure providing for Milk Control was ex- 
tended for another year. 
Commissioner Ten Eyck is well equipped for this im- 
portant position. His interests are broad, and his expe- 
rience has covered many fields of activity. He is well 
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informed on agricultural problems, having for many 
years maintained a farm and a herd of Guernsey cattle. 
He is former president of the New York State Guernsey 
Cattle Club; and has likewise headed the State Farm 
Bureau Federation and the State Agricultural Society. 
He was also chairman of a special committee which 
former Governor Al Smith appointed some eight or nine 
years ago to study the dairy problem of the State. He 
has served his own district in Congress; and of late hag 
been chairman of the Port of Albany Authority, a po- 
sition of great responsibility involving a program that 
has made Albany an ocean port. 

Pure bred dairy cattle breeders of the State generally 
regret the passing of Mr. Baldwin from this position, as 
he has done a fine and sympathetic job, but there is gen- 
eral agreement that Mr. Ten Eyck will measure up to 
the heavy responsibilities of the office and will likewise 
be sympathetic to the special problems of our breeders. 
No general disruption of the trained personnel of the De- 
partment is anticipated. Mr. Baldwin’s further plans have

not been announced at this writing. 


Forage Plans 

ITH only another month to go before spring is 
W officially here, many breeders who have been 

handicapped with short forage supplies, will be 
looking forward to the new season with unusual antic- 
ipation. The drought conditions of.the past year have 
brought many breeders face to face with new and un- 
usual problems. 

One thing certain, breeders in greater numbers than 
ever before, will be carrying out plans for better pasture 
Management and a larger supply of forage crops de- 
signed to furnish a maximum of roughage not only for 
the summer but for another winter feeding season, and 
varieties that can be depended upon even in the face of 
another dry summer. 

The problem will be aggravated for many because of 
the shortage of seed of many crops and the accompany- 
ing high prices where it is available at all. This is 
especially true, we are informed, in the case of Sudan 
Grass and millet. The use of Sudan Grass had extended 
very rapidly during the past few years and those who 
have already made arrangements for seed are fortunate. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture has made an 
extensive survey of the seed situation, and has come to 
the conclusion that Soybeans will provide the most prac- 
tical means of solving the 1935 hay and pasture prob- 
lem. There is evidently plenty of seed available, the 
1934 seed crop being some 6,000,000 bushels greater 
than 1933. The Department has prepared a map, with 
specific recommendations as to the varieties adopted to 
different purposes for each section of the country. This 
map, with the variety suggestions, appears on another 
page of this issue, and we suggest to our readers that 
it be preserved for later reference.

This picture was 
made by the World camera in August 1932, just a month 
before Mr. Kellogg attained the age of 84 years. His 
vigor and alertness appear in every line of his bearing 
and posture.

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More on the Outlook 


From Colorado 

I will try to give you my version of the outlook of the 
Holstein and Dairy business in my section for 1935. 

To start with, we have had no moisture since last June 
that would do our crops any good at all. Therefore we 
have had almost a complete failure of all feed and grain 
crops, rough feeds being a total failure. This almost 
makes prices of feeds prohibitive to the breeder and dairy- 
man that is selling butterfat. The price of butterfat at 
this time ranges from 28 to 30c¢ depending upon location. 
Feed prices are ranging as follows: corn chop selling at 
$2.65 per cwt, bran $1.75 per cwt, barley $2.50 per ewt, and 
alfalfa hay at $20 per ton. 

We have gone through four years of very low prices on 
dairy products, as low as 14¢ on butterfat, and the top, 
about 30 days ago, 32c. Milk delivered retail as low as 
5¢ per quart and at the present time is selling for 11¢ de- 
livered, 

Now what looks like would help in the future. The 
f0vernment has purchased large numbers of -cattle, around 
ten million head I believe from all the drouth area, and 
are still buying in our section, the prices on their pur- 
chases ranging from $4 to $20 per head. Now this has 
taken out a large number of dairy cattle, particularly in 
our Rocky Mountain and Plain section, almost every 
breeder has taken advantage of this to cull his herd, and 
most of them have culled closely due to shortage of feed 
and price of same.

The small breeder and the dry land farmer, as we call 
them in our irrigated sections, have sold all of their milk 
stock to the Government excepting a cow or two. The 
result is it is going to take a large amount of butterfat. 
out of circulation, or some call it the “surplus.” Now it is 
going to take a long time for these farmers to get back to 
milking again. 

The main reason is the government has put these fami- 
lies on relief and they have a better living now than they 
have had in a long time, and why should they breed cows. 

The government is also taking out a lot of stock 
through their control T. B. testing and of bang abortion 
testing which is going on quite rapidly at this time. 

A lot of the good breeders are taking more pains in 
picking their bulls, trying to increase production by keep- 
ing a less number of cows but better stock. 

Cows are selling very low at this time. No call for 
registered females, and very few are selling at all, which 
is surely discouraging to the breeders. 

But the breeders feel that they have better prices 
ahead for both breeding stock and dairy products. We 
have seen an increase in Cow Testing Association work, 
Which also means an increase in culling. 

It seems to me that what we need most of all is some 
change to balance—or near balance, feed costs and but- 
terfat prices. The administration has started. Can it be 
done—and how? ; 

I believe that the breeders as a whole feel if we have a 
fair amount of spring moisture and crops start good we 
will see much better times in the dairy business in 1935

We are cognizant 
of this expressed general feeling, 
but would feel better about it per- 
sonally if it was expressed in terms 
of increased bank deposits. 

Mr. Noyes writes appreciately of 
the New York Milk Law and its 
Milk Control Board. He concludes 
with “If we Holstein people can 
keep step with the times and im- 
prove our breeding practices just a 
little ahead of them, we have un- 
limited scope for future expansion 
and prosperity.” 

Hens are more

cate people to the value of Holstein 
milk. 

Mr. R. Austin Backus expresses 
forcefully a ‘Sales Manager’s View.’’ 

Speaking of 
the better breeder: ‘‘He will keep 
his name before the public with ad- 
vertising, showing and consigning to 
public sales of registered Holsteins.”’ 
Further, he truthfully adds——‘‘We 
know that the demand for fluid milk 
has increased in all large cities. To 
an extent at least the prices and 
market for registered Holsteins is 
governed by the demand and prices 
obtained for dairy products.”’

when he says: “The market for and 
interest in registered cattle are in 
direct relationship with the market 
for milk and milk products. How 


could we expect any dairyman to be 
interested in better cattle with the 
milk market as we had it in 1933.” 
We gather Mr. Arnold is speaking 
about general market milk: we are 
equally interested in a market for 
Holstein milk. Again we say, the 
value of a Holstein cow is only as 
zood as the market for her milk. 
mr. Gc. A. Burdick, manager, 
Lauxmont Farms, Pa., speaks of a 
good business in the sale of young 
bulls and is in receipt of more in- 
quiries for same. He also says, ‘“‘The 
demand for fluid milk is fair; prices 
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could be higher to equalize the fast 
rising prices of concentrates.” 
dently he refers to the 
Holstein milk. 

Mr. Martin J. Sherridan, Jr., direc- 
tor from New Jersey, has penned a 
letter that we like, from which we 
quote the following: 

“Consumption ot milk fell off 
rapidly with the decrease in income 
of our people and it is only reason- 
able to suppose that it will rise 
again as people get more money to 
purchase necessities with.’’ 

This is true, but as all people 
with lessened incomes must, never- 
theless, eat; the thing to have done 
was to acquaint them with milk— 
Holstein milk. Milk furnishes a 
greater amount of nutrition for the 
same money expended than any 
other’ food. Advertising would 
have done this. 


Mr. Sheridan tells why 
heading into prosperity with Hol- 
steins and their product. One para- 
graph is so good that we repeat it 
here:

“Sixteen years ago when I stocked 
this farm, I chose Holsteins because 
I believed them to be robust, hardy 
cows capable of resisting disease and 
producing and reproducing more ef- 
ficiently and more economically than 
any other breed——-and at the same 
time to furnish a most essential and 
healthful article of, food. We may 
have to standardize our milk or add 
a few other cows to satisfy a dealer 
created demand or ill advised and 
discriminatory legislation, but it is 
my firm belief that the Holstein will 
be the farmer’s cow for many years 
to come, and that her share of the 
great fluid milk market will not be 
materially decreased to any perma- 
nent degree.’’ (This could be assured 
if we would acquaint milk consum- 
ers that this farmer’s cow is also 
the consumer’s cow, and why.) 


Mr. E. J. Humphries, General 
Supt., Winterthur Farms, Dele- 
ware, says that they have re- 
ceived more’ inquiries for stock, 
made greater sales than at any time 
since 1930. He adds—‘‘A mutual 
solution governing standardization 


will prove beneficial to all owners of 
Holsteins.’’ 

This method for increasing the 
cream line is logical with our breed. 
It constitutes the cheapest way to 
produce high fat milk for retail 
trade, and it is for this reason that 
standarization meets with dis- 
approval of some distributors which 


is usually fostered by producers of 
high test milk. In this connection 
it is interesting to learn that many 


Holstein cows are being placed in 
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high test herds as a means of pro- 
ducing their milk economically. 

Mr. Vere S. Culver, New Hamp- 
shire, tells of New England condi- 
tions. saying ‘‘Breeders of Holstein 
cattle in New England have real 


reason to feel encouraged.’’ 
Modestly. Mr. Culver does not tell 
the reason it is as encouraging as it 
is. We will tell you. It is due in 
ggod measure, to Mr. Culver and to 
the fact that we have a greater num- 
per of Holstein and Holstein milk 


enthusiasts than in any other simi- 
lar sized section of America,—un- 
matched as breeders of superb Hol- 
stein cattle and champions of Hol- 
stein milk. That’s why. 

This group, members of the New 
England Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. and of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, is doing 
more in our opinion, to popularize 
Holstein milk and the cow that 
produces it, with the least amount 
of money ever attempted before. 
While we are doing this for our New 
England membership directly, in- 
directly it lends helpfulness to every 
breeder in the United States and 
Canada. 

Mr. Culver, chairman of our Hol- 
stein Milk Committee, is doing 
splendid work in an endeavor to 
carry out the suggestion made by 
the convention in Baltimore, when 
the New England Association spon- 
sored a resolution to advertise Hol- 
stein milk. The convention seemed 
to feel that this was a matter for 
localized experiment, and suggested, 
at least indirectly, that New Eng- 
land member stage the experiment. 

We have planned to do this and 
have selected a city best suited for the 
trial and the amount of money at 
our disposal. We can raise $2,000 
in our small group. Mr. Culver was 
sent to Chicago to lay a proposal 
before the directors at the Decem- 
ber meeting and to ask them to 
match this sum with a like amount 
for the venture. On the board we 
had at least one Western and two 
Eastern directors favorable to the 
plan and the request; our own New 
England director was unable to at- 
tend that meeting. Had Mr. Culver 
been promised this small contribu- 
tion, we are certain that we would 
have been able to make a most in- 
spiring report to the convention at 
Seattle. Mr. Culver was told, as we 
have been told before, ‘New Eng- 
land gets more than its share.’’ 

Do you know that the great State 
of New York with its livest and best 
Holstein association in the country, 
and the New England section is the 
veritable treasure chest of the Na- 
tional Association? Well, it’s true. 
However, we shall continue to do 
What we can to help along this great 
breed with the little that we can get. 

To return to Mr. Culver’s letter. 
He says, ‘‘The greatest preventive to 
1 really profitable recovery for the 
Holstein breeders of New England 
is the craze for high fat content 
milk, yellow color, and the accom- 
Panying demand for high total 
solids. This is promoted by the 
larger distributors as competitive 
sales talk and is aided and abetted 
by unwise health board standards. 
I need only recite a recent ruling 
by a big distributor in one of New 
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England’s larger cities, which is. 
i. e., ‘On and after January 1, 1935, 
no milk will be purchased which 
comes from any herd where there is 
any Holstein cow’.”’ 

The sequel to this ruling came 
after Mr. Culver’s letter had been 
sent to the World. Our folks got 
busy right away, for the news upset 
us all and caused much indignation. 
A representative of the New Eng- 
land Association was sent to the dis- 
tributor with a request to change 
their ruling. They even denied hav- 
ing made it, but when they realized 
we were prepared to go to court over 
this ruling, they assured our repre- 
sentative that such an order would 
not be carried out by them. 

This is but one instance of many 
to illustrate the need for extensively 
advertising the virtues of Holstein 
milk. ‘‘Believe it or not,’’ once the 
consumer learns what Holstein milk 
really is, and what its properties are, 
no retail distributor will care to dis- 
criminate against it. 

Mr. I. D. Hadley, Ohio, also men- 
tions Holstein cattle with greater 
emphasis, although he makes the 
following statement after remarking 
on the low price and slow sale of 
milk, “If the surplus milk can be 
put into the bottled milk class, it 
will be a great boon to the industry. 
We believe this is going to happen 
and also that Class I prices will in- 
crease.”’ 

Mr. H. D. Buth, a director, Michr- 
gan, doesn’t say a word about milk, 
but sees a brighter future for Hol- 
stein cattle. 

* * 

Vid Vye has been writing some 
mighty interesting material about 
his Rambles. Vid says he has put 
“better than 27,500 miles behind 
him in less than eight months and 
some two hundred herds visited in 
sixteen states scattered from New 
York on the East, to Washington on 
the West.’’ He should be able to 
pose as authority as to Holstein do- 
ings in the country traversed. Let 
us quote some _ rather surprising 
statements from his recent letter: 
“Readers of the World will be 
surprised to hear I am sure leading 
breeders do not even take the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World.”’ (It would 
be interesting to learn how much 
of our convention advice comes 
from these breeders). And when we 
read this remarkable statement- 
the result of experience and wide 
observation: 

“Breeders everywhere it seemed 
to me are of the opinion that the 
National Association should further 
some program of advertising that 
would bring about increased milk 
consumption. Just how, where and 
when they do not seem to know but 
if the proposition were put to a vote 
I am sure that the large majority of 
members would vote for a milk ad- 
vertising program to he sponsored 
and paid for by the Association.’’

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SOY BEANS.FOR ROUGHAGE 

Soybeans solve the 1935 hay and 
pasture problem. The seed crop in 
1934 was 6,000,000 bushels more 
than in 1933. Seed of most hay and 
pasture crops was short. Farmers, 
especially in the corn and wheat 
States, must have emergency feed. 
Reports to the U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture indicate there jis less 
than half enough seed for normal 
acreages of sorgo, Sudan grass and 
millet. The map shows where ‘‘soys”’ 
are well adopted. Available, recom- 
mended varieties are: 

Region 1. Late maturing, 130 or 
more days: For seed. Biloxi, Mam- 
moth Yellow, Tokyo. For hay, Lar- 
edo, Otootan, Virginia. Region 2. 
Medium late, maturing in 120 to 140 
days: For seed, Haberlandt,, Her- 
man, Mammoth Yellow, Tokyo. For 
hay, Herman, Laredo, Ottotan, Vir- 
ginia, Wilson-Five. Region 3. Me- 
dium, maturing in 110 to 130 days: 
For seed, A. K., Dunfield, Haber- 
landt, Manchu, Midwest, Morse. For 
hay, A. K., Ebony, Herman, Illini, 
Laredo, Peking, Virginia, Wilson, 
Wilson-Five. Region 1, Medium 
early, maturing in 100 to 120 days: 
For seed, Black Eyebrow, Dunfield, 
Ito San, Mukden, Manchu. For hay, 
A. K., Black Eyebrow, Ebony, Illini, 
Ito San, Midwest, Peking, Wilson, 
Wilson-Five, Virginia. Region 5. 
Early, maturing in 90 to 110 days: 
For seed, Black Eyebrow, Cayuga, 
Ito San, Mandarin, Wisconsin Black. 
For hay, Black Eyebrow, Ito San, 
Wisconsin Black, Cayuga. 

The greatest increase in soybeans 
can be made where hay and pasture 
already are short-——in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Arkansas, and 
the eastern half of the Dakotas, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. Soybeans flourish even far- 
ther west, but rabbits may do much 
damage, especially in small fields. 

Seed varieties may be used for 
pasture and hay. The seed from 
pasture and hay varieties has little 
commercial value, but may be used 
as a home-grown protein concen- 
trate. For hay and pasture, varieties 
adapted to any area may be planted 
in the area immediately to the 
north, but they will not mature seed. 
Diseases and insects rarely damage 
soybeans. 

Soybeans yield well alone or with 
corn, cowpeas, sorghums, Sudan 
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grass and other crops. They are 
adapted to about the same climate, 
and should be planted at about the 
same time, as corn, but are more 
resistant to drought and _ excess 
moisture. With a good seedbed the 
rate of seeding may be as little as 
two pecks an acre.

BUTTER AND CHEESE PRICES 
HIGHER 

Washington, January 23—Prices 
of butter and cheese have increased 
sharply in the last six weeks due 
largely to reduced production, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. Total milk pro- 
duction on January 1 was 9 to 10 
per cent less than it was January 1, 
1934 

Total domestic supplies of dairy 
products during the remainder of 
the feeding period are expected to 
be smaller than a year ago, and a 
less than average seasonal decline 
in prices is in prospect. 

Prices of butter have increased 
more in the United States than in 
England, with the result that the 
margin between domestic and for- 
eign prices is more than the amount 
of the import tariff. Current reports 
indicate that some New Zealand but- 
ter is being imported into the United 
States, although in small volume. 


Cold storage stocks of butter in 
the United States on January 1 
totaled 47,100,000 pounds compared 
With 111,200,000 pounds a year ago. 
Stocks of American cheese were 89,- 
800,000 pounds compared with 177,- 
$00,000 pounds on January 1, 1934. 
On a milk equivalent basis, stocks 
of butter and cheese on January i 
were 39 per cent less than a year 
azo. 

Chas. K. Ainslie, Richfield Springs, 
N. Y., reports fine production on the 
daughters of his herd sire, Ul-Wa 
Donsegis Ormsby Korndyke 564249, 
the first five to freshen averaging 
33.5 lbs. milk a day their first month 
on test as two-year-olds and one 
milking up to 40.8 lbs. a day.

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IOWA CLASS C CHAMPION 


A record ranking as the highest 
for any living cow in the United 
States for 10 months in Class C was 
recently given official recognition 
when the cow Meisegeier Bess Mer- 
cedes gave birth to a bull calf at the 
State Sanatorium herd at Oakdale, 
Iowa. 

Credits for Bess of 728.6 lbs. fat 
from 16,065.3 lbs. milk for the ten 
months’ period gave her second 
place in the U. S. for 10 months’ 
production in Class C. They also 
give her a lead for first place in 
Iowa of nearly 150 lbs. fat over the 
former state record cow. She was 
continued on test for the year mak- 
ing 758.8 lbs. fat from 16,655.3 lbs. 
milk, thus nosing out one of her 
stablemates by about 20 lbs. fat for 
first place in Iowa in Class C for 
365 days. 

Bess was bred by William Meise- 
geier, Baron, Wisconsin. She was 
brought to Iowa as a three-year-old 
and made her records in the Iowa 
Reformatory herd at Clive. She 
was first tested there as a three- 
year-old in Class A making a record 
of 796 lbs. fat from 17,910 lbs. milk. 

Of particular interest in connec- 
tion with the performance of Bess, 
is the fact that she is inbred and 
that her average per cent fat for her 
10 months’ record is 4.5. She made 
an average of 4.4 per cent on her 
three-year-old record. 

She and her dam are both daugh- 
ters of Sir Bess Ormsby Mercedes. 
This bull is a son of ‘37th’? from 
Daisy Queen De Kol, a 697-lb. fat 
cow testing nearly 4 per cent. The 
daughters of Sir Bess include one 
with 956 lbs. fat, four over 800 lbs. 
fat and 6 over 700 lbs. The dam of 
3ess, namely, Meisegeier Bess But- 
tercup, has an eight-year-old Class 
A record of 837 Ibs. fat with an 
average test of 3.8. 

When she was bred back to her 
sire to produce the new Class C rec- 
ord holder, the daughter made two 
records testing, as stated above, 4.4 
and 4.5 per cent.

1935 Outlook 


Recent issues of the World 
have carried statements from the 
leading breeders over the United 
States relative to their opinions of 
the future of the Holstein industry. 
teflecting the same area on to the 
New York Holstein Association here 
are the facts: 

Those who expressed their opin- 
ions in the World unanimously ad 
mitted we had gone through a de- 
pression. As an organization, our 
association has not admitted the 


slightest decrease in 
the Holstein 
support their 


the support of 
breeders of the State to 
breed. As an. organi- 


zation, we worked harder and actu- 
ally increased our program and in- 
terest in Holsteins in spite of poor 
economic conditions. During the de 


pression years, we have had the larg- 


est membership and the most en- 
thusiastic support of our program 
that has ever been written in the 


records of the organization. 
Agrea@able to the sentiment ex- 
pressed by the predictors of the fu- 
ture for our dairy industry, we are 
very pleased to report that the re- 
sults for 1935 of our State Associa- 
tion indicate that their optimism for 


the future is well founded. Our an- 
nual meeting in January exceeded 
all -expectations. Our program for 
February brings forth the fact that 
practically every club held one of 


its most enthusiastic February meet- 
ings. The average attendance at the 
nine meetings, at which your State 
Secretary was present, was 53, St. 
Lawrence and Cortland counties go- 
ing well over 135 and 125 at their 
meetings. Not only were the meet- 
ings held with large attendances, 
but programs were launched that 
were the most ambitious of any se- 
ries of meetings held so early in 
the year. 

This show of enthusiasm is not 
just plain veneer. The breeders have 
pledged their support with actual 
paid membership. On previous years 


the member hip on February Ist 
never exceeded one-fourth of the 
total. This year three-fourths of 


the largest total membership in the 
history of the organization was in by 
February ist. At the present time 
we are but one-hundred members 
short of our highest record. Such a 
record as this must surely express 
optimism on the part of the Hol- 
stein breeders of the State in addi- 
tion to confidence in our State or- 
ganization. 
Extension Contest 

At the regular February meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the 
State Association, it was voted to in- 
crease the Extension Contest money 
directly in proportion to the mem- 
bership. At the present rate this 
means that there will be approxi- 
mately one-fourth more money al- 
lotted for premiums in the develop- 
ment of the Holstein industry 
through local clubs this year than 
was paid out in 1934. You should 
also keep in mind that we doubled 


our premium money for 
that of the previous year. 

Due to the fact that only three 
subdivision B clubs enrolled in the 
extension program last year, it was 
necessary to make a different ar-

rangement for our contest money. 
Division of the money according to 
the size of the club will be made in 
1935 only when there are as many 


entries in the subdivision B group as 
there are in the subdivision A group. 
Otherwise the clubs will be treated 
on an equal basis. 

There is a slight change in 
membership program for 1935. 
credits given for membership will 
remain the same. This credit will 
be doubled for all memberships sent 
in to the State Secretary’s office pre-

vious to May Ist. Under the old 
system extra credit was given to 
those clubs who increased their pre- 
vious year’s membership. This has 


been changed so that it is now neces- 
sary for a club to increase its largest 
membership for any year during the 
past ten years if the extra credit is 
to be given This change has been 
made so as to avoid the possibilities 
of abuse whereby ae club_ that 
dropped out of the membership pro- 
gram one year has a far greater op- 
portunity the following year through 
its increased membership. 

Annual Meeting 

Complete report of the annual 
meeting has been presented in the 
World. At the Board of Directors’ 
meeting, the Secretary was instruct- 
ed to send a unanimous vote of 
thanks to the clubs who put on the 
entertainment and especially to Bob 
Howard, president of the Chenango 
County Holstein Club, on whose 
shoulders fell the entire responsibil- 
ity of seeing that the entertainment 
Was a success. 

Remarks heard at meetings of 
fourteen of the clubs removed any 
question of doubt on the part of the 
writer relative to the success of the 
annual meeting. Every statement 
indicated this as one of the most 
successful of our annual meetings. 

Credit should also be given to Mr. 
Backus for his cooperation. The 
sale was in keeping in every way 
with the quality that should be de- 
manded by every State Association. 
In the case of Mr. Backus, the State 
Association made no demand. The 
results indicate that when the State 
Association accepted his cooperation, 
their confidence was well placed. 

February Meetings 

During the past, it has not been 
the custom of the State Secretary to 
arrange for a_ series of February 
meetings. This year it was thought 
advisable to encourage every club 
to follow up, as soon as possible, the 
accumulative efforts of our series of 
circular letters. This made it neces- 
sary to get every club active immedi- 
ately on their year’s program. 

Dr. Harrison who looks after the 
development of the Holstein herd at 
Cornell was secured as the speaker. 
He discussed the breeding program 
for the Holstein herd at the Univer- 


sity in addition to their plans for the 
future. Those who did not hear his 
talk missed a real opportunity. An 
abstract of the talk may be obtained 
by writing direct to Dr. E. S. Harri- 
son of the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment, Ithaca, N. Y.

Federal Test for Abortion 

In a previous news letter the 
writer cautioned Holstein breeders 
not to jump into the Federal pro- 
gram for abortion testing until he 
Was sure of where his herd stood 
relative to the disease. He was sur- 
prised to learn that the statement 
Was one of the most popular ever 
made through this news letter. One 
reply prompted further advice. The 
writer informed me that following 
my advices he had his local veterin-

arian test his herd privately. Eight 
animals reacted to the blood test for 
abortion. These were promptly dis- 
posed of and he signed up for the 
Federal program. The Federal test 
removed 14 of his best breeding ani- 
mals that were sacrificed through 
slaughter. Inquiry showed that the 
veterinarian who did the _ private 
testing sent the blood samples to a 
laboratory that was not recorded 
and who did the work for a small 
price. There are many unauthorized 
laboratories working cheaply that do 
not give reliable results. Remem- 
ber, in case you start an abortion 
clean-up program, be sure that you

have your blcod samples sent to the 
same laboratory that will make your 
test when you sign up for the Fed- 
eral or State Program of Control 
and Eradication
